WILSON ACCEPTS CHALLENGE OF 
ANTIDACITE MINE WORKERS AND 
CALMLY AWAITS STRIKE ACTION 


Informs Recalcitrant Laborers That Nation Will Get 


Along Until They Come to Their Senses—Commission 
Says Prices Should Drop-^-Miners Locked In Struggle 
to Decide Fate of Their Organization 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31. — President Wilson has accepted the challenge 


of the anthracite coal miners who threaten to strike because he accepted the 
majority report of the coal commission, and is today waiting further action 
of the miners. 


"You can rest assured that your challenge will be accepted and that the 


people of the United States will find some substitute fuel to tide them over 
until the real sentiment,of the anthracite miners can find expression and they 
are ready to abide by the obligations they have entered into," the president 
declared in a telegram to the miners threatening a strike. 


Officials believe the effect of the president's acceptance of the challenge 


coupled with the efforts of the officials of the United Mine Workers, will pre- 
vent an unauthorized strike of the anthracite miners. 


Widely divergent views were expressed here today as to the effect of the 


award of the commission on the price of coal. 


The commission in its findings said: 
"This award offers no justification for any advance in the retail price of 


. coal but is consistent with a decline in prices."

cans who would attempt the impossible, but that whoever is 
successful next November America ha.s not wholly forgotten 
what she sent her young men to France to accomplish. 


This is the most distinct gain which so far has marked the 


campaign, namely that Senator Harding is not aligned with the 
Borahs and Reeds and Johnsons, but in his own party with Root 
and Taft and Hughes and Hoover and is quite as near tho view- 
point of President Wilson as it is possible ior a political partisan 
to admit. He was fast allowing Governor Cox to jockey him 
into an open alignment with tho one percent of irreconcilables 
which could have meant nothing else than disaster at the polls 
next fall. 
For the last two years it has been our view that no matter 


how much i\o would "like, America could no more escape her 
duty in peace than she could in war. We tried for two years or 
more to avoid our wartime obligations, but failed. 
That was 


the failure of a Democratic administration. And for Harding to 
have attempted to creep into the presidency on the utterly 
absurd plea that we could enter the future with a wholesale 
avoidance of international relationships and could cast our lot 
with Germany, Turkey, Mexico and Russia instead of tho almost 
thirty nations that are already solemnly pledged to evolve some 
sort of arrangement to avoid a repetition of the last .six years, was 
the most ridiculous, untenable proposition ever advanced by a 
man honored by a great party with a presidential nomination. 


Either Senator Harding has seen a great and sudden light, 


or else his political sponsors have awakened to the unfortunate 
position into which he was fa^t getting him.xclf and have brot 
him to with a jerk. In either event tho Amencan people arc as 
much to be congratulated at Senator Uarding's return to the 
earth as he is himself.

"Not starvation, nor homeliness but 


tho HUMDRUMNKSS of life is the 
tragedy of a great portion of English 
young women," Miss Spencer says, 
"Young men are few.' 


"For mo.st of the girls who had been 


engaged to be married and for many 
who had just married at the opening of 
the \var, life now holds little but the 
loner years ahead. Some Of them, of 
course, wll Imarry. 
But many more 


will brave the endless succession of 
days, each the same color as the last." 


Few English Rirls are idle. Most of 


them earn their living now. What has 
struck Miss Spencer so forcibly is that 
work, food and shelter become mean- 
ingless to the vast number of Eng- 
land's girls who no longer look ahead 
to homes of their own.
